SUMMARY OF THE REASONS FOR DECISION: 

This DVD mainly contains the feature film of the same title, classified by the Office of 
Film and Literature Classification on 06 May 1999 (OFLC Ref. 9900727). The 
classification of that 35mm film was objectionable except if the availability of the 
publication is restricted to persons who have attained the age of 16 years. This 
classification was particularly due the manner in which the film dealt with matters of 
violence in the context of social intolerance, although matters of sex and offensive 
language were also relevant considerations. The film was considered to have 
significant social and cultural merit, and some value in relation to educational matters. 
The descriptive note 'Contains violence, offensive language and sex scenes' was 
attached to the film. 

The DVD contains a number of other moving image components, such as a trailer for 
the feature intended for screening in cinemas and three deleted scenes. There are 
also still image and text files giving information about cast and crew members. 
However these additional components do not affect the classification given to the 
35mm film. 
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
